Report from Trebizond — Suspect plague — Measures to be taken to 

prevent spread. 

Consul Jewett reports, August 9 and 11, as follows: 
Four cases of suspect plague were discovered in the prisons here on 
August 8. One case proved fatal. Two new cases, also in prison, 
were reported August 9. Dead rats have been seen during the past 
two months. Vessels leaving Trebizond are to be disinfected and rats 
destroyed. Medical examination and detention are to be enforced at 
Sinope and Karak.

Report from Bridgetown, Barbados — Sanitary conditions good.

The health of Bridge- 
town continues good; no deaths from any quarantinable diseases are 
reported.

Brazil— Ceard. — Month of June, 1906. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 87, including 9 from enteric fever. 

France— Marseille.— Month of July, 1906. Estimated population, 
517,498. Total number of deaths, 1,077, including diphtheria 3, en- 
teric fever 30, measles 31, scarlet fever 3, whooping cough 2, smallpox 
5, and 111 from tuberculosis. 
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Germany — Weimar. — Month of July, 1906. Estimated population, 
31,127. Total number of deaths, 33, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 1, measles 1, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

Gibaltar. — Two weeks ended August 12, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 27,460. Total number of deaths, 17, including 1 from tubercu- 
losis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended August 11, 
1906, correspond to an annual rate of 14.6 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 15,818,360. 

Bradford. — Two weeks ended August 11, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 288,544. Total number of deaths 151, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 2, measles 2, scarlet fever 1, and 12 from phthisis pul- 
monalis. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and fifty-two deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 25, scarlet fever 10, 
diphtheria 13, enteric fever 5, whooping cough 14, and 288 from 
diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 
14.9 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,989 deaths were registered. In 
the " outer ring " the deaths included 3 from diphtheria, 4 from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 11, 1906, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 17 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,101,499. The lowest rate was recorded in Newry, viz, 
4.2, and the highest in Galway, viz, 31.1, per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 130 deaths were registered, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 1, measles 2, whooping cough 3, and 25 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended August 11, 1906, correspond to an annual rate of 14 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 10.2, and the highest 
in Perth, viz, 18.1, per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 481, including diphtheria 3, enteric fever 6, 
measles 11, scarlet fever 1, and 8 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Milan. — Month of June, 1906. Estimated population, 
551,317. Total number of deaths not reported. Six deaths from 
diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, 8 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 
and 98 from tuberculosis reported. 

Japan — Formosa. — Ten days ended July 20, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. Forty 
deaths from plague reported. 

Nagasaki. — Ten days ended July 20, 1906. Estimated population, 
163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases reported. 
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Ten days ended July 31, 1906. One death from enteric fever 
reported. 

Java — Batavia. — Two weeks ended July 14, 1906. Estimated 
population, 160,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No con- 
tagious diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended August 4, 1906. Estimated population, 
205,059. Total number of deaths, 272, including diphtherial, enteric 
fever 2, and 1 from whooping cough. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended August 10, 1906. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 408, including diphthe- 
ria 1, enteric fever 7, measles 1, scarlet fever 2, smallpox 11, and 26 
from tuberculosis. 

Cadiz.— Month of July, 1906. Estimated population, 69,382. To- 
tal number of deaths, 160, including enteric fever 3, smallpox 1, and 
30 from tuberculosis. 

Seville. — Month of July, 1906. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 440, including smallpox 20, whooping cough 
2, and 72 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Antigua. — Two weeks ended August 4, 1906. Es- 
timated population, 36,700. Total number of deaths, 3. No conta- 
gious diseases. 

Curacao. — Two weeks ended August 17, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 21. No contagious diseases 
reported.
